Bulb oblo^igj ovate, pointed, about the fize of a pea, co« 
vered with a ftell-like fmooth dark brown tunic, often with 
feveral, according to the age of the plant, the one over the 
other imbricated downwards, far and regularly cleft from 
their bafes upwards, fegments fubulate. Leaves radical two, 
cauline 1 — 2, narrow, linear-enfiform, ftiffifli, fheathing at the 
bafe, ftreaked, midrib very prominent. Stem 4 — 8 inches 
high, finely velvetted with fhort thickfet villi ; has generally 
one or two axillary branches. Flowers on the main fpike 1 — 5> 
one-ranked, ifluing from the alternate bends only, upright^ 
fcentlefs. Rachis reclined with the curvatures deeply bowed^ 
alternate ones longed, a charaderiftic very confpicuous in in- 
digenous roany>flowered fpecimens. Lrmb rotately patent, 
fegments oval, acute, equal, flat. Filaments fliorter than the 
anthers, which lall are beneath the fubrevolutc fligmas.

The above-mentioned curvature of the joints oF the Rachis 
probably fuggefted to Thunberg the poflibility of its being 
LiNNiEus's IxiAJlexuofa^ which is however a very diftinfcl 
fpecies. Found at the Cape, on the Groene Kloof, and Roode 
Sand Hills, and alfo in fome fandy fpots in Swartland. Forms 
vith IxiA ramo/a (Jcillaris^ ThunbJ Ixi a birta, Ixia Ro- 
chenjis^ and Ixih/etacea^ a very diftinft feftion in this genus, 
agreeing in bulb and general habit of the leaves and flowers.

Bulb compreifed^ generally reniform. Radical leaves 4 — 7, 
cnGform^ attenuated at each end, fmootb, fliining, (lightly 
edged, equitant at the bafe, midrib prominent, cauline ones 
conduplicate, gradually Ihorter. Stem 2 — 3 times longer than 
the leaves, fubligneous, ftrift, round, from 3 to 6 feet high, 
with feveral upright branches all fpike-bearing.

Blows freely towards the end of Summer, with a fucceflion 
of bloom for a month or longer. Seeds and produces offsets 
in abundance. Reiquires a largifli and very deep pot, light 
earth, and plenty of water after it has fhewn the flowering 
ftem. 

A native of the Cape, and now common in mod of the 
nurferies about town ; as well as the variety (a) which, how- 
ever, is a much lefs defirable plant, on account of the dullnefs 
of its colour. Var. (a) is known among the nurferymen by 
the name of Antholyza cinerea^ as (jS) is by that of An- 
THOLYZA/ufgefjs ; thcy agree with each other in everything 
but in the colours of corolla and leaf. Jacquin, in his 
Jcanes plants rar. has united as varieties two very diftinft fpe^ 
cies, viz. the var. («) of the prefent fpecies, figured in his 
234ih plate, and the Watsonia ro/ea^ Herb, Bank/. {Tiwjn^ 
berg's var. {i) of Gladiolus marginaius) in his 235th plate. 
Ofthelaftwe have never been able to procure a living fpe- 
cimen, nor have we traced it to any Englifh colleftion as 
yet.

Leaves narrow, upright, Ihorter than ftem, with a fingle 
proioinent midrib. Stem flexuofe, reclined upwards, from a 
foot to two feet high. Flowers 3 — 5, about four inches long, 
ftraight, narrow, funnel-formed, one-ranked, fcentlefs. Upper 
fegments broader, middle one broadeft, lower ones rather 
narrower; all flat and fomewhat patent. Cultivated by Mil« 
LER in 1757. A native of the Cape, and feems to have been 

one 



one of the firft denizens of Europe in this family. Has been 
confounded with the Gladiolus auguftus of Thunberg. Is 
tlofelyr allied to a fpecies that we have never yet met wkb in 
any c6ile6tion, though cultivated by Miller, viz. the Gla- 
diolus involutus of De La Roche, and figured by Miller, 
y-^tab. 236. jig. 1. — probably no longer exifting in this country.

Var. (a) is known among the nurferymen by 
the name of Antholyza cinerea^ as (jS) is by that of An- 
iHo\.\zKfulgens ; they agree with each other in everything 
but in the colours of corolla and leaf. Jacquin, in his 
Icanes plant, rar. has united as varieties two very diftinS fpe-.. 
ties, viz. the var. (a) of the prefent fpecies, figured in his 
234th plate, and the Watsonia rofea^ Herb. Bank/. (Thun* 
berg's var. (S) of Gladiolus marginatus) in his 235th plate. 
Of the laft we have never been able to procure a living fpe- 
cimen, nor have we traced it to any Englifli colleflion as 
yet.

A native of the Weft-India Iflands, and confequently 
with us an inhabitant of the ftove, where it is an ornament 
worthy of culture, its foliage being of a lively green and 
its flowers difFufing an agreeable odour, efpecially in the 
evening, a property very contrary to that of many of the tribe : 
it has the additional recommendation of taking up but little 
room. The fpathe, which is at firft white on the inner fur- 
&ce, bat changes to green after the flowers decay, adds much 
to the beauty of the flower. 

The excellent fpecific charaQer by Dr, Dryander, 
fliort as it is, fully diftinguifhes it from every known fpecies 
of Pothos: indeed the name itfelf will at all times de- 
note the plant, on which account we have adopted it in pre- 
ference to that of odorata^ under which it was fent by Mr, 
Alexander Anderson, fuperintendant of the Botanic Gar- 
den at the Ifland of St, Vincent's, to Mr. Woodford, at 
Vauxhall, at whofe colleftion it flowered in great perfeQioa 
laft June, when our drawing was taken. 

Introduced into the Royal Garden at Kew, by the fame 
gendeman, in the year 1789, and a fpecimen which flowered 
there in the month of April 1790, is preferved in the Bankfian 
Herbarium. 

Seems to thrive befl when plunged into the bark pit,, and 
apparently may be increafed by offsets from the root.

Both the male and female flowers are furniflied with a calyx^ 
which in the latter is divided to the bafe and perfiftent ; in the 
male the laciniae are fliorter and divided only halfway. In both 
the corolla appears to be pentapetalous^ but more decidedly fo 
in the female flower ; in the male the calyx adheres fo clofely 
to the corolla as to refift its feparation and render it difficult to 
decide whether it be monopetalous or polypetalous. The 
flowers grow in an umbellated dichotomous panicle on long 
terminal peduncles. The pedicle in the centre of the dicho- 
tomy always bears a female flower, the fide branches all male. 
The latter are of courfe much the moft numerous. The female 
flowers are firfl expanded and of fhort duration ; fo that 
at firfl thefe appear to be all female and afterwards all male, 
both fexes feldom appearing at the fame time. The fecunda- 
tion of the germen mufl therefore depend upon its receiving 
the pollen from other plants, or at lead from the flowers 
of different branches, and not from thofe neareft it. Flowers 
and fruit exift frequently at the fame time, the former ereS,

the latter cernuous. Sced-veflel nearly round, fmooth, three- 
celled, with one oblong large feed in each cell. Leaves apt to 
vary in form, but in general broadeft towards the pointy which 
is acuminate, contra£led in the middle, and rounded at the 
bafe*, where it is befet with a few unequal fubfpinefcent teeth^ 
apt in luxuriant growth to become auriculated procefles, as in 
our figure : the margin is refleQed. The beautiful coloured 
variegation of the under furface is not conftant, difappearing 
if the air has not free accefs to it. The whole plant abounds 
with a femipellucid milky fluid. 

It is a very ornamental fiirub, flowering through the greateft 
part of the year, and appears not to be tender, fucceeding 
beft, according to Mr. Fraser, with very little artificial heat. 
Is a fad grower, and eafily propagated by laying down the 
branches. Introduced bv Mr. J. Fraser, Nurferyman, 
Sloane-Square, who brougnt it from the Ifland of Cuba, on 
his return from his laft voyage to North-America. 

Jacquin defcribes two fpecies of Jatropha, which appear 
to have confiderable affinity with this, both with fcarlet flowers, 
his baftata and integerrima, the firft of which he faw in the 
gardens at St. Domingo, but of Eaft-Indian origin, the other 
in the gardens at the Havannah.

A genus founded by Dr. Solan Der, in the Hortus Kew- 
enlis, on the only fpecies then cultivated amongft us^ viz. 
An I ST E A cyanea. 

The prefent fpecies is large and ornamental, with a ftem from 
two to four feet high, nearly twice the length of the leaves, 
round, fomewhat winged by the alternate decurrent cauline 
leaves, upright, fublignefcent. Leaves linear, enfiform, 
ftiffifh, finely ftriated without any prominent riblike nerve^ 
poliihed, dark green. Spathes and involucres membranous, 
fcariofe, acute. Segments of the corolla oboyate, equal. 
Produces abundance of feed, of which there are two or three 
in each cell, and by which it is eafily propagated, as alfo by 
the offsets or fuckers which it throws up, but not in any great 
abundance. Is now pretty common in our gardens. A great 
number of very fine plants were raifed two years ago at the 
Botanic Garden at Brompton from Cape feeds. 

Found byTnuNBERG on the hills between HauteniquaV 
l.and and Langekloof, as likewife (but not plentifully) round 
Cape Town, flowering in our autumnal months. 

Two fpecies of this genus have already been figured in this 
work, viz. cyanea and fpiralis^ the latter under the generic 
name of MoRiEA ; but its fpecies, as well as thofeof Dilatris, 
Wachendorfia, and MoRiEA, are far from being fo 
common in our gardens as thofe of Ixia, Gladiolus, 
Watsonia, Tritonia, Sparaxis, and Babiana, though 
of equally eafy culture, and of at lead equal if not fuperior 
beauty ; we have never yet been able to find the lead traces of 
WiTSENiA, their clofe ally, having been introduced into any 
European garden, although Cape fpecimens of three or four 
of its fpecies are not flrangers to our herbariums.

As the K? ID EH DKVM fecundum of Jacquin has not yet been 
feen by us, we cannot clear up the difficulties which have 
hitherto attended this fpecies. We are however inclined to 
regard the Epidendrum elongatum ^r\A fecundum of Jacquin, 
and ihcfufcatum of Smith, as three diftinft fpecies. Our plant 
is undoubtedly the firft of thcfe ; differing in no refpeft from 
Jacqu I n's figure, except in the colour of the flower, which 
with him is more refembling red-lead. The flowers are not 
fecund, the leaves not cmarginate nor of a dark purple red as 
in fecundum ; and the ferrated neSarium feems fufficient to 
diftinguifli it from both the other fpecies. If the Epidendrum 
fecundum defcribed by So lander be not different from either, 
we fufpeft that it belong/ to this, as does undoubtedly the fpe- 
cimen fo named in the Bankfian Herbarium. 

Our drawing was taken at E. I. A. Woodford's, Efq. 
Vauxhall, in May laft, from which time it continued in flower 
during nearly the whole of the Summer.

It is related to Erica cerintboides of Lin Nit us {crinifolia 
of Salisbury) but differs in many eflfential points, particular 
in that the umbels are not nodding, the corolla not hairy nor 
vifcous, the leaves fhorter^ more fucculent, and much more 
Ihortly haired. 

For this very handfome Erica, which we conGder as entirely 
new, we arc indebted to Mr. Barr, Nurferyman at Ball's-

An old denizen 
of the Dutch gardens. Found at the Cape of Good Hope by 
•TbuwbeiRG growing in fandy places in Groenekloof, Swart- 
Jand, and very abundantly in the low lands about Cape-Town 
and the Duy vellberg. The fpecimen from which our drawing 
yiz^ taken was fent us in A.uguft laft by Mr. Loddices^ 
Nurferyman at Hackney, who imported it from the Cape. 

.Wc haye always fufpefted the two varieties of the fpecies of 
MoRyEA figured in the 288th plate .of Miller's Icones 
'(and which are the original fources of Linnaus'« Moiiaa 
-vegeia) to be no other than the MoRiEA (Iris) trijlis n. 577 
^f this work ; but we did not venture to cite them on account 
of the omiflion of all mention of the pubefcent ftem ; which^ 
.owing to its exceeding minutenefs, might eafily have efcaped the 
.draughtfman of fuch figures as thofe, but w.as certainly lefs 
likely to have been omitted by Miller in the defcription ; 
yet we can trace in no colled.ion or herbarium any fpecies agree- 
ing with the other parts of the figures and defcriptions that has 
a fmooth ftem ; while Mor.ea trijiis does prccifely fo agree 
in every thing elfe, efpecially in the peculiar form of the cap- 
fule above noticed. However this may be, Mora a Iri^petala 
of Linn. fil. (Iris />/«war/^ of Thunberg) always quoted as 
a fynoaymto Mor^ea vegeta^ is a very diftinft fpecies, with the 
larger fegments bearded and the ftigmas fetaceoufly multifid. 

The }AoKj£.K juncea of Miller has yellow flowers and 
fubulatc leaves. The Morvea vegeta of Miller's eighth 
edition of his Dictionary, figured in his 23gth plate, is the 
M o R >E a iridioidcs of Li n n /e u s and Th u n b e r c, and of courfe 
quite diftinft from their Mois^AKVegita^ though he quotes 
Li N N ^.us's fpecies as a fynonym to his. This blunder accounts 
for the Mora: A iridioides being fo frequently preferved under 
the name of wgeta in the different^colleftions and aurferies of 
England.

Wa- 
chendorfia 'i^rift^(/o/^^ Soland.MSSi tbe Wachendorfia 
ienella and gratninea of the former author being entirely un- 
known to us except from the fhort and vague fpecific charac- 
ters in his Prodromus. Our prefent fpecies feems chiefly to 
differ from paniculata in having hairy leaves^ a mare graci- 
lefcent and taller ftem, which is alfo reddiih brown and not 
green as in that^ its branches more divaricate, the two upper 
lateral fegments of its corolla more contiguous, and its flowers 
when cloTed form a flenderer and more compad column ; wo 
might add, that the incumbent anthers are ftiorter and rounder, 
but as this difference efcape^ us in the living plant and was 
obferved only in the drawings it is lefs to be depended on. 
Root leaves oblong lanceolate 3 — 4 about 3 — ^4 inches high. 
Stem about three times their length. Segments traverfed lon- 
gitudinally on the outfide by a brown hairy fillet, outer upper 
one wholly brown and pubefcent outwards. Flowers, quite 
fcentlefs, open in fucceflion, clofe towards evening ; expand 
in the month of July. We have never obferved the fix 
fiamens mentioned by fome authors and figured in one fpecies 
by Breynius, nor the rudiments of any more than the ufual 
three. The genus is remarkable in this natural order for its 
inferior corolla, and is perhaps one of its connefting links to 
the bexandrous liliaceous plants ; in the habit of its leaves it 
approaches Bab I AN A, in that of the flower and capfule it 
comes nearer to Cyanella. UBurman's figure is atten- 
tively examined, it will be found to come nearer to this than 
paniculata ; the lower leaves not being feen nor defcribed it 
is impoflible to be fo certain as we could delire ; the plant was 
only known to Burman by a drawing taken at the Cape^ 
from which his engraving was made. Introduced amongft us 
by Mr. Williams, Nurferyman at Turnham-Green, who 
received the bulbs three or four years back from the Cape.

The generic name 
we have derived from /utcXa? black and cr^aipa a globe, in allu- 
fion to the colour, and form of the bulblets produced on the 
ftem, as mentioned and figured by Jacquin. In the capillary 
tenuity and elaftic treniuloufnefs of its branchlets it reminds 
us of the quaking-grafs, Briza. 

Our drawing was. taken at the Nurfery of Meffrs. Wykes 
andGaiMWOOD, Kenfington. Requires the treatment of the 
other Cape Enfatae. Propagates plentifully by feed and bulbs ; 
but the leaves are apt if kept in a pit to be eafily bitten and 
deftroyed by the froft, and though this does not kill the plant 
it weakens it very much; to make it produce the bulblets 
mentioned by Jacquin, and to have it in perfeftion, we ftiould 
think the dry ftove would be the beft place to grow it in.

To the article above quoted to we have only to add, thai 
it is at all times eafy to diilinguifh the flefh-^coloured variety^ 
given in the plate, from Ixia arifiata or flexuofa^ by its paper- 
like, fcariofe membranous fpathe, which has alio five rib-like 
ftreaks ending in as many teeth, and is much larger in pro* 
portion than in thofc. The anthers in Ixia capillaris are alfo

the whole natural order ; ihe^ figure is good and the defcrip- 
tion very intelligible. We have retained his trivial name in 
preference to Jacqu^n^ both oo accoflUt of priority and of 
its not being taken from colour, which in this natural Family 
fbould be avoided as iDach bs poifible^ a name without 
any meaning being greatly preferable to fuch ; yet where 
we have found them already given we have never changed 
them. It is Clofely allied to the Gladiolus tongiflorus of the 
Collectanea, and the firft variety of the fame of the Icones 
Rariores, differing chiefly in the {pathe, which in the lad 
is blunt and dentate. Our fpecimen has no claim to the title 
of rofeusy though the fame bulb may produce one that has 
next feafon. This fpecies is alfo clofely allied to Fritonia 
(Gladiolus) //Vdtj/^, n. 467 of this work. 

Above we hav« quoted both the Dutch and German edi- 
tions of Houttuyn's Natural Hiftory, bqt in gencri^ our 
quotation refers to the German tranflation only, priT;:^-! at 
different periods in Nuremburg and tranflated by difi'ercnt 
hands.

When the corolla opens, the laciniae are doubled back as 
Iharply as if pinched, enclofing the fegments of the calyx in 
the fold fo completely that the flower appears to have no 
calyx. After the flowering is over thefe expand and clofe 
again^ as is ufual in the- genus, when the calyx comes io 
fighu The nedary confifts of five tongue-fliaped hollow- 
bodies, fupported upon fmall pedicles, difpofed in the form of 
a ftar, the five points of which meet at the centre of the flower, 
where there appears to be a perforation oppofite the points 
of the germen. Between thefe are five round yellow bodies 
divided by a dark line having an anther-like appearance, from 
each of thefe proceed what we would call the two lobes of the 

anther. 



anther» or in the language of Swart z, the poUen-mafles, 
club-fhaped, lying each in* a hollow, in which they are con- 
fined by the nefiary, one ray of whtth covers a right and left- 
band lobe of two different anthers. Upon the removal of this 
ftar the lobes of the anthers rife up^ fometimes fuddenly with 
a fpringy fometimes more gradually, and, if touched with the 
point of a pin, difcharge a colourtefs fluid. 

We have been thus particular in defcribing thefe parts, 
becaufe being more fimple than in mod of the fpecies it feemed 
to throw fome light on their ufes. The five rays of the ftar 
pointing exa£tly to the centre of the corolla feem admirably 
calculated to aire£i a fluid pollen more furely to the real 
ftigmas lying immediately under their points. We would not 
however fpeak with too much certainty of the perforation of 
the centre of the corolla, having ufed only a common letis^ and 
not having bbferved fuch an opening in any other fpecies that 
we have examined. 

The plant from which our drawing was made was fent us 
by Mr. Loddidges of Hackney, in Augufl. It is a free 
blower, flowers coming in fucceflion through mofl part of the 
year. Has an ill fmell and little beauty to recommend it. 
The Stapelias are generally kept in the dry ftove, but we leam 
from the Rev. Mr. Bale, that many of them thrive better, and 
flower with more certainty, if kept in the bark fiove and 
watered plentifully*

The firft mention we find of this plant is in the eighth vo- 
lume of the Peterfburgh Commentaries, by Profeflbr Amman.

Leaves refembling thofe of Tritonia crocata^ from which 
as well as from fqualida and miniata it differs in having the 
three outer alternate fegments gibbous towards their bafe and 
bearing inwards a tawny-black fpot furnifhed with a ridge- 
like excrefcence, and further from the two firft in not 
having any part of its ungues tranfparent or hyaline.

It is of eafy culture, propagates rapidly both by feed and 
offsets, quite fcentlefs but very ornamental. Our fpecimen 
was Rirniihed by Meifrs. Grimwood and Wykes, who have 
frequently imported it both from the Cape and Holland. 

The term fenejirata^ ufed by Thunberg in the quotation 
above cited, is not meant to denote a tranfparent or hyaline 
quality, but merely that the fpot has the appearance of a 
blank window or outlet; but in Jacquin, tranfparency is 
intended to be expreffed by that term.

This beautiful little fhrub was raifed from feeds received 
from Portugal by Mr. [^oddidges, Nurferyman at Hackney. 
It comes very near to fome of the varieties of Cist us hali^ 
mifolius^ particularly to variety y of Martyn, the one figured 
in Miller's Icones, which probably belongs to this fpecies ; 
but our plant feems never to grow ereQ, nor are the branches 
decuflated ; it is likewife of much humbler growth. 

There is a fpecimen without name in the Bankfian Her- 
barium, brought from the province of Algarve in Portugal, by 
Massok, with an extremely hairy calyx, in other relpefls ex- 
a&ly agreeing with this ; culture may probably occafion it to 
lofe much of its hairinefs. 

The calyx confifts of three equal very (harp-pointed leaves, 
without any trace of the two narrower ones.

HousTouN firft difcovered this plant at Vera Cruz in New 
Spain, and named it in honour of the then Lord Petrr, vho 
was much attached to Botany, but unfortunately died of the 
fmall-pox when a very young man, having in his life-time 
erefted the moft magnificent confervatory then exifting in 
Europe. 

There appears to be two varieties of this fhrub, one with 
white, the other with violet-coloured corollas, but the calyx in 
both is blue ; ours is the precife variety defcribed by J acq u i n, 
who found it in Martinique, where he fays it afcends to the top 
of trees twenty feet high. The corolla, which is five-cleft and 
fubbilabiate, is of very fhort duration, but as the calyx is a 
confpicuous part of the flower, the long racemes hanging pen- 
dent from the extremities of the branches make a handfome 
appearance for fome time. It has been fufpeSed that the 
male and female flowers aredidinfl; as only one bunch jvas * 
produced we cannot decide the quedion, but the piftils ap- 
peared to us to be either totally wanting or very imperfcft. 

It is a very ornamental fiirub, requires to be kept conftantly 
in the ftove, and might be advantageoufly planted in a box in 
the corner of the tan-pit and trained to the rafts or to a trellis, 
thrives beft in rich loam and loves a warm moid air. 

Imported by Mr. Woodford from St. Vincent's, in whofe 
ftove at Vauxhall it flowered, as we believe, for the firft time 
in this country, in Auguft laft : in the Weft-Indies its bloffoms 
are produced in November.

The Punic A nana^ of which no figure has, to our know- 
ledge, been hitherto given, is a fhrub of humble growth, in 
other refpefls fo clofely allied to Punic a Granatum^ that per- 
haps they might be confidered as mere varieties, at leaft it is 
difficult to. find diftinguiOiing characters, the leaves of our plant 
not being narrower in proportion to the length than in the 
other. Is generally fuppofed to be a native of the Weft* 
Indies^ and Brown^ in his Hiftory of Jamaica, mentions a 
larger and fmaller variety of Punic a, cultivated there, but 
does not fay whether indigenous or not, nor do we find the 
other authors who have mentioned it, fufficiently explicit to 
admit of afcertaining its native country.

It mud of 
courfe be confidercd as a venr hardy plants though like many 
other inhabitants of the coldeft regions, when cultivated in 
this country^ from the greater mildnefs of our winters ft is apt 
to expand its flowers prematurely, which are ufually deftroyed 
by fubfequent frofts and cold winds. On this account it is better, 
as foon as the bloflbms begin to appear, to remove the plant 
under flielter, where it will prove exceedingly ornamental in

its natural feafon^ it might be fuffered to continue in the open 
border. 

Gmelin remarks a re&mblance between this plant and 
Azalea lapponica, which comes much nearer to Rho- 
dodendron ^rrAf^/ff^iim ; perhaps it was this obfervation that 
led Murray in the j 3th and 14th editions of the SyftemaVe- 
getabilium to quote Ledum groenlandicutn oi i\it Flora Danica 
{The Labrador Tea) as a fynonyiri; an error which Paulas 
has properly correBed. The leaves, which are dotted on both 
fides, continue all the Winter on the plant in Siberia and, as 
in our fpecimen, change to a brown colour ; it foroetimes 
however happens with us that all of them fall off before the 
appearance of the flowers. The leaves and more efpecially 
the bark have a ftrong aromatic tafte and fmell, and the fcales 
of the flower-buds diffufe this odour fome diftance ; but, when 
feparated from thefe, the flowers themfelves appear to us ta 
be fcantlefs.

This beautiful dwarf fpecies of Pjrotea flowered the beginning 
of laft March at Mr. Woodford's, Vauxhall, as we fuppofed^ 
for the firft time in Europe ; but, iince our engraving was pre- 
pared for publication, we learn from a figure in the Botanical 
Repofitory, that a fimilar plant has alfo flowered this feafon 
at Meflrs.

Leaves all radical, 3 — 6 inches 
longy patently recurved round the ftem, linear-lanceolate, 
thickifli, fubcoriaceous, without prominent nerves (when viewed 
through a magnifier both furfaces appear rou^^hened like 
Ihagreen by innumerable clofe glandular points) rather flat 
upwards, channelled downwards, edged with a very flender 
white cartilage minutely ciliate.

We had never feen it in any colle£lion until we obferved it 
laft Spring at Meflrs.

The Psora LEA corylifolia^ a native of Coromandel, is an 
annua] of eafy cultivation, but, not pofleifing any fragrance or ^ 
particular beauty to recommend it, is very rarely feen in our 
gardens, though known to Miller in 1752.^ The plant from 
which our drawing was made was raifed from feeds received 
from Dr. Roxburgh by Mr. Loddidges^ at Hackney. 

Requires to be treated as a tender annual; flowers in July 
and Auguft, and ripens its feeds readily. 

In habit it diflPers much from the reft of the genus, ap- 
proaching nearer to Trifolium ; indeed^ fo clofely is it allied to 
the Blue Melilot, as hardly to allow of their reparation without 
doing violence to nature. 

Luxuriant fpecimens have been obferved with temate leaves : 
Plukenet's figure has feffile leaves and flowers, a circum- 
fiance not worthy of notice in a reprefentation that is altogether 
fo miferable ; but that of Don art, which is excellent for the 
time, has likewife feffile leaves ; and this leads to a fufpicion 
that two fpecies may have been confounded.

The name of Gordonia was given it in honour of the late 
Mr. James Gordon^ a very celebrated cultivator of rare 
plants at Mile-End, by Mr. Ellis, who fettled the genus from 
a fpecimen which flowered at Bcnjamin Bewick's^ £fq. at 
Clapham, in the year 1769. 

It cannot be eafily propagated except from feeds imported 
from America.. 

In the Hortus Kewenfis, this tree is placed in the clafs 
Polyandria; and both Profeflbr Martvn and Swartz agree, 
that it rather belongs to this clafs than to that of Monadelphia, 
in which Wjll»£Now has neverthelefs retained it, and i&our 
opinion very properly, as it is there in company with Stu artia 
and Camellia, with which, particularly the former^ it appears 
to have a natural affinity.

From the very barren information we have received con- 
ceming this plant, we can only learn, that it grows in the 
neighbourhood of Port-Jackfon, .and that the fettlers have 
already found out how to apply it to the purpofes of Tobacco. 
It flowered in Kew Garden tail year. 

Our drawing was taken at the Botanic Garden, Brompton^ 
in May iaft. where it was kept in the ftove, and in this fitua- 
tion it continued flowering in July, and had ripe feeds and 
flowers at the fame time. 

Is eafily propagated by feedsj which fliould be fown on a 
hot-bed. 

In the fecond number of the Jardin de Malmaifon, pointed 
out to us fince the above was prepared for the prcfs, by our 
friend Mr. Kokig, there is a very excellent figure of this 
plant, from whence we have adopted the fpecific name^ al- 
though not very appropriate, the leaves being a very little 
undulate at the bafe only. The capfule is there faid to be 
two-celled ; to us, both in the germen and the ripe feed-veflel, 
it appears to be one-celled, and in this refpe6l different from 
its congeners. The cauline leaves in the feveral fpecimens that 
we have feen are confined to the lower part of the ftem and are 
not properly petiolated ; but as they are narrowed towards the 
bafe, fome may choofe to confider the narrow part as the 
foot-ftalk with the leaf decurrent down it. Is faid to have 
fome relation to Nicotian a plufnhaginifoliaol M. Dinegro,* 
which we have not feen.

Orobus anguftifolius, albus^ and varius^ have fo near an 
affinity to each other> that fome Botanifts have confidered them 
as mere varieties ; they appear to us however to he fufficiently 
diftind fpecies. Our plant is diftinguifhed by the winged 
fialk, which is more fpreading and branched, by the greater 
number of pairs of leaflets and of flowers on one peduncle, 
and by the colour of the latter, which does not feem difpofed 
to vary.

The finding his little beauty, armed at all points againft his 
invading gripe, whilft it deterred his poffeffion, muft have 
prolonged his pleafure, and added to the value of his prize ; 
well might he cxultingly ftyle it ** plane nova et iota elegans^** 

Clusius gave it the name of Erinacea from the vulgar 
appellation of the inhabitants Erizo^ which (ignifies a hedge- 
hog. LiNNiEus confidered it as a fpecies of Anthyllis^ 
with which it agrees in the form of its flower, but in habit is 
certainly widely different from moft of its congeners.

The defcription by Rtr^ is very accurate^ but as ours 
ii#as made before we had feen his> we have thought proper to 
infert it. From a comparifon of the two, there can remain 
no doubt that this is really the Silene vcfpertina of the above 
author, ahhough fuppofed by Desfontain&s to have been 
an undefcribed fpecies, and accordingly renamed by him. 

It is a lively annual, fit for the decoration of the border, of 
cafy culture, but not of any great beauty, and fhould be fown 
in patches in the Spring, where the plants are intended to re- 
main.

We regret th'at the pure yellow variety of this fpecies had 
not been reprefenied in our plate rather than the prefent, in 
\vhich a mixture of blue and violet appears^ efpecially as that 
is the one figured and defcribed in Clusius, by whofe cuts 
it is^ as well as Iris Xipbium zxAxipbioides^ excellently charac- 
terized ; our plant is however Solan der's Iki s /ordida* 
From Iris Xipbium, the clofeft relative, it differs in having the 
germen almoft completely enclofed within the involucre ; in 
the outer fegments being turbinately recurved, not rotately or 
horizontally fo, and in their being rather longer than the inner 
ones ; in having its outer ungues all the way broader than

Kew/ though the latter is) and attributes it to 
tendernefs ; which moft probably has been the caufe of the 
lofs of both. The firft is a native of Andalufia, growing 
in the woods on the Guadiana near Antequera and Cordova, 
and called by the Spaniards Lirio Espadagnai. or Azui.; 
the oiher is found near Lifbon, where the roots are faid to be 
eaten under the name of Nozelhas;, a leffer plant, fup- 
pofed to be a variety of the laft, is found in Valencia.

Since we gave the charaQer of this genus, we have had an 
opponunicy of examining the fruit of many of its fpecies; and 

have 



have been enabled to add the above cbarad:er from thence, which 
will affift confiderably in diftinguifhing it From Ixia, Tri- 
TONiA, Sparaxis, Watsonia, Antholyza, and the 
Cape Gladioli. We can fee no caufe for making two fpe- 
cies of the above plants, as Jacquin has done, attributing to 
the one a three-valved, to the other a two-valved fpathe, 
when in hSL their fpathes differ only in fize and are as ufual 
in the genus.

A native of the Pyrenees. We are uncertain if Desfon- 
TAiNES means precifely this fpecies or xipbium^ or fome other 
that has been ufually deemed a variety. 

The name of " Englifh Iris," which we find To commonly 
given to it by the* elder Botanifts and even by the modern 
Florifts, was acquired from the plant's having been firft intro« 
duced into the Low-Countries from England, moft probably 
without any notice of its true habitat, and hence prefumed a 
native of our country by ihofe that received them : Clusius 
fays, that on his firft arrival here in I57i> he fought for it wild^ 
until he was informed by Lob el of its being only cultivated in 
certain gardens near Briftol, where it bad been moft probably 
imported by fome veffel from Spain or Portugal. Gerarde 
includes it among the Brltifh plants, in which he has been 
followed by Dr. Withering in his Botanical Arrangements j 
but Parkinson was aware of its real habitat. 

Flowers in June» Hardy and of eafy culture, feeding 
freely. The beft bulbs are imported yearly by the S^edfmen 
from Holland, and fliould be put in the ground early in the 
Autumn. G. •

of Balm, of a greenifli grey colour with fomething of livid 
hue and brown ftripes. 

Our drawing of this very rare and fingular vegetable was 
taken at Mr. Woodford's, who received the bulbs this 
Spring from the Cape. To all appearance it is equally hardy 
and of as e^fy culture as aiiy of ijLs cpjigqi^rs fropi the fame 
country ; many fpecimens flowered together in the above 
colle£iion, and fhewed fome flight variety both in fize and 
colour. 

The fanciful appellation of viperatus^ beftowec) by olf) 
Plukenet, and which we firft thought might have been 
fuggefted by the chequered^ brownifii appearance of the flowers 
of fome of its varieties, now appears to us more probably to have 
been taken from the form of its flowers, which (efpecially as 
teprefented in his own figure) do bring to mind the pofition 
of the head and appearance of the jaws of the fnake when 
raifing itfelf for defence againft its enemy an^ hifling, in which 
ftate we often fee them reprefented in cuts accompanying 
natural biftory.

Approaches Silene longiflora^ but is very diftiiift; the 
l^als are far deeper divided, and the calyx is much ihorter. 
The latter plant is much larger, and is without fcent.

A native of the Cape of Good Hope, growing in Groot- 
vaders Bofch and in the woods in the neighbourhood of the 
river Sonders-End, where it becomes a ttraight tree, nine or 
ten feet high ; the wood is faid to be very hard, and is ufed 
for making handles of axes and other tools. With us it forms 
a handfome evergreen (hrub, and its flowers, which are pro* 
duced fingly at the extremities of the branches, are not only 
pleafing to the fight but very fweet-fcented, efpecially in the 
night, and preferve this odour in part long after they are dried. 
GiERTNER fays, that Thunberg has, not improperly, re- 
marked that the berry is only one-celled, a feftion of the germen 
appears however to be two-celled^ and Gi£RTN£R's figure is 
evidently fo.

When out of flower it wauy hB readily diftinguiflied by 
the fingular hairy glands on the under furface of the leaves 
fituated along the midrib^ in the axils of the veifis. 

Our drawing was made at Mr. Woodford's, VauxhalK in 
whofe Hove this tree flowered the Iwter-etw! of July ; in its 
native country the bloiloins are produced in January and 
February.

We agree with Monf. Vkntenat, that this plant is really 
ihc gracilis oi Forster, but differ from him as to the pro- 
priety oF changing <his name» efpecially for one To very inap- 
propriate ; for furely the flowers of this Campanula can hardly 
be faid to refemble thofe^ of Periwinkle in any thing but. 
colour. 

It appears to be fubjed to great variation in the degree of 
branchings in the (ituation of its leaves^ and in the hairinefs 
and notching of thefe ; in Forster's drawing the ftem is very 
little branched and leaves altogether alternate and diftant. 

Native of New-Holland and New-Zealand, firft raifed here 
by the late Mr. Curtis, at his Botanic Garden, by carefully 
fowing the mould that came about the roots of fome plants 
imported from that country.

For the opportunity of taking a drawing of this very rare 
plants we are, as ufual, indebted to E. J. A. Woodford, Efq. 
in whofe coUedion at Vauxhall, we find a never-failing fource 
of curious and rare articles. 

Th u N BERG, in his fpecific chara6ler, diftinguiflies this fpecies 
as having folitary flowers, yet in his defcription he fays it has 
two, and this is the cafe in a fpecimen preferved in the 
Bankfian Herbarium which flowered at Kew; ours had feveral 
blofl(}ms cluftered together, fo that this circumftance is of no 
avail as a diilinguilhing feature.

The ftiputm not notieed hy TntHkEkG ippear to afford a 
good fpecific charaBer ; but as it often happens that thefe 
parts.Efe produced only Vhile a plant is young, vvc cannot fay 
how far it may apply in older trees. 

We learn in the Flora Japonica, that it varies extremely in 
fize, being in different 'fituations 'either an underfhrub, a (hrub^ 
or a tree. From the fame fource, we are informed that the 
fruit is nearly round, (mootfa, and tht fize of a walnut.
